Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant was informed by examiner that the limitation of "having 
different wavelengths" would create an obviousness type rejection. Examiner suggested adding the limitation of each 
radiation source being at different meridional planes and at least one of the radiation sources having a plurality of tight 
sources directing light unto the same sensor in claim 1 (refer to figure 2a) which appears to overcome the teachings of 
Hertel et al. Examiner will have to do an updated search; however with the limitatons as state above, the claims 
appear to contain patentable subject matter. 
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
